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Commissioners question van purchase

Sparking the most discussion in 
Monday's meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission was the seem 
ingly already-done-deal purchase of 
avan 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley asked the commission what 
they proposed to do about the 15 
passenger van, a 1994 Dodge, that 
had been picked up from the state 
surplus lot in Montgomery, He told 
commissioners that the price was 
$11,775 

“Its my understanding that the 
primary purpose is that it is to be 
used by the county commission and 
the county extension office,” said 
Mobley. “The van has got 50,000 
miles on it and we've got thirty 
days to pay for it. What is the wish- 
es of the commission?” 

Commissioner Len Averett made 
a motion, seconded by Commission 
Chairman Kayo Lewis, that the van 
be purchased. He said Coffee 
County Family Services was also in 
need of the use of a van and would 
be willing to reimburse the county. 

During the discussion of the 
motion to buy the van, Chairman 
Lewis said the commission had 
talked about purchasing a van for a 
couple of years and that everyone 
seemed to be in favor of it. He also 
noted that Mobley had, at his 
instruction, brought the van to New 
Brockton for the commission to 
look at. ride and consider purchas- 
ing. 

Commissioner Doug Dalrymple 
said, “Mr. Chairman, you're right, 
it Was mentioned two yegrs.ago. We 
brought it up in budget hearings, 
and we decided we couldn't afford 
it. Since then, to my knowledge, it 
hadn't been mentioned.” 

Dalrymple said he was not 


against the purchase of the van; 
however, he did have some concern 
as to how the matter had been han 
dled.

“I don't like the way this has 
been handled. It hadn't been 
brought up in a work session or in 
this meeting,” he said. “Im 
opposed to it being handled that 
way, That’s not the way the coun 
ty’s money is to be handled,” 

Chairman Lewis commented that 
this was not the first time some 
thing of this nature has been han 
dled in this manner 

Dalrymple’s response was that he 
had never purchased anything and 
then brought it before the commis 
sion to be paid for. 

Commissioner Tom Grimsley 
expressed his concerns about how 
the van matter had been handled 
and also noted that this expense 
was not included in this year’s bud 
get. 

After all the discussion, the com 
mission approved the van’s put 
chase by a 5-1] margin, Dalrymple 
cast the lone dissenting vote, Com 
missioner Bernest Brooks Was not 
in attendance at Monday's meeting 

The other topic sparking discus 
sion was a request by Coffee Coun 
ty E-911 Director Charles Webb 
requesting that a portion of Co, Rd 
709 be changed to 746 

Presently, the road passes in and

During the discussion, Commis- 
sioner Dalrymple, in whose district 
the affected residents live. 
expressed his concern of yet anoth- 
er address change for his con- 
tituents. “The residents of the area 
are tired of address changes.” he 
said 

Webb's response to the commis- 
sioner’s concern was, “The alterna- 
tive is to leave it alone and hope 
that nothing happens.” 

“After discussing the matter with 
both the county and city engineers, 
mayor, and postal officials, this was 
the plan we thought was the best,” 
suid Webb, “I’m open to sugges- 
tions from the commission. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
agreed that Webb’s proposal was 
probably the best solution to the 
problem. He also told commission-

Rep. Terry Spicer appointed to AWIB 


On Dec, 2, 1999, Representative 
Terry Spicer, Coffee County Dis- 
trict 91, received notification from 
the Speaker of the House, Seth 
Hammett, Covington County, 
appointing him to the Alabama 
Workforce Investment Board. 

Rep. Spicer received one of only 
two appointments named by Speak 
er Hammett. His appointment to the 
Workforce Investment Board 
(WIB) was effective immediately 
upon receiving the letter from the 
Speaker. 

The Workforce Investment Sys 
tem is the method of delivery of 
employment and training serviees 
at the state and local levels to indi 
viduals who need those services, 
including job seekers, dislocated 
workers, youth, new entrants to the 
workforce, and employers, undet 
the Workforce Investment Act ol 
1998, 

To receive federal tunding tor 
these services, a state's governor ts 
required to establish a state work 
force investment board; to desig 
nate local workforee investment 
areas; and to oversee the creation ot 
local workforce investment boards 
covering the state and one-stop 
delivery systems 

The Workforce Investment Act 
includes four titles: Tithe Tis Adult 
Youth, and Dislocated Worker Pro 
grams, Tithe His Adult bdueation 
Tithe Hl is Employment Service

vices. The funetions of the Work- 
force Investment Act Board are to 
assist the Governor with a state 
plan, statewide activities, provide 
comments on yoeational education 
activities, designate local work- 
force areas, develop optional allo- 
culion formulas for youth and adult 
funds, prepare annual reports, 
develop a state employment statis- 
tics system, and develop applica

The Workforce Investment Act

Stamp workforce, national and 
community service and others. 

Examples of Workforce Invest- 
ment activities will include: rapid 
response to plant closures and mass 
layotfs, distributing lists of eligible 
raining providers, conducting eval- 
uations, providing incentive grants 
to local areas, helping establish 
one-stop systems, operating a fiscal 
and management accountability 
information system, and assistance 
for areas with high concentrations 
of eligible youth.

Two Covington County men and one 
juvenile arrested in shooting incident

The Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department and Kinston Police 
have arrested two Covington Coun 
ty residents on charges of discharg 
ing a firearm into an occupied 
dwelling and one charge of dis 
charging a Weapon into an unoeccu 
pied dwelling, Charges are pending 
on a third individual - a juvenile. 

Jason Dewayne Cain, 18, of 803 
Douglas Avenue, Opp, is charged 
with three counts of discharging a 
firearm into an occupied dwelling, 
one count of discharging a firearm 
into an unoceupied dwelling, one 
count of criminal mischief in the 
third degree, He is being held in the 
Coffee County Jail with a bond set 
at a total of $71,000.00, 

Stanley Colvin also known as 
Buster Colvin ,19, of West Cum 
mings Avenue, Opp, is being held 
on three counts of discharging a 
firearm into an occupied dwelling 
and one count of discharging a 
firearm into an unoccupied 
dwelling. He is also being held in 


the Coffee County Jail under a total 
bond of $70,000.00 

According to a press release from 
the Coffee County Sheritf’s 
Department, the offenses occurred 
between 1:00 a.m. and 1:30 a.m, on 
Tuesday, Noy, 23, 1999. The three 
occupied dwellings involved in the 
incident were located on Co, Rd 
460 in the Holley Store Communi 
ty, and the unoccupied dwelling 
was located in the town of Kinston 

Phe criminal mischief charge 
came as a result of the caution light 
at the intersection of County Roads 
473 and 474 being shot out during 
the same incident 

Authorities have determined that 
a .22 caliber rifle and a 12 gauge 
shotgun were the weapons used in 
the incidents; however, neither 
weapon has been found, No 
injuries occurred during the shoot 
ings

World War || Memorial Honors 
Home Front Heroes 

(NAPS)—During World War I, 
an $00 percent increase in military 
manufacturing and advanced tech- 
nology allowed the U.S. to build 
one military plane every five min- 
utes and a new war ship every day. 

Millions of Americans on the 
home front responded to President 
Roosevelt's plea for America to 
become “the great arsenal of 
democracy.” Industrial facilities 
were converted to the task of mili- 
tary production at the onset of 
World War II, and women by the 
thousands were recruited to take 
the place of male workers who left 
for the battlefronts 

The contributions and sacrifices 
of home front heroes will be hon- 
ored along with the 16 million 
Americans who served in uniform 
when the National World War II 
Memorial is built on the Mall in 
Washington, D.C 

The memorial, whose cost is esti- 
mated at $100 million, will be 
funded primarily through private 
contributions and constructed under 
the watchful eye of the American 
Battle Monuments Commission, 
Organizers hope to break ground 
by Veterans Day 2000, but the con- 
struction funds must first be in 
hand, 

A public service advertising cam- 
paign featuring two-time Oscat 
winner Tom Hanks is helping raise 
the project's visibility, Many states 
have also passed or expect to pass 
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legislation to contribute funds for 
the memorial. 

Organizers hope the memorial 
will inspire future generations to 
carry on the legacy of those Amert- 
cans who stepped forward when 
their country called upon them. 
They praise the memorial as a 
timeless salute to a generation of 
Americans who helped secure vic- 
tory. 

According to campaign National 
Chairmen Senator Bob Dole and 
Frederick W, Smith, Chairman and 
CEO of FDX Corporation, “it’s 
time to say thank you to the mil- 
lions of men and women who did 
nothing less than help save the 
world.” 

Members of the World War II 
generation can be recognized in the 
memorial’s Registry of Remem- 
brances, a permanent record of 
those whose sacrifice preserved the 
freedoms and opportunities we 
enjoy today.

Elba City Council 
Meeting No. Two 


The second Elba City Council 
meeting was directed exclusively 
towards hearing an update from the 
Army Corps of Engineers on their 
design progress on the Elba levee 
improvements project. The ongoing 
design work is being funded by a 
$5,000,000 federal grant from the 
U. S. Congress. The design project 
Was jump-started by a $100,000 
state survey grant through the 
Choctawhatchee-Pea River Water- 
shed Authority. Completion of the 
design phase is expected within the 
first quarter of 2000. 

The council and visitors were 
shown charts and given details of 
Corps plans for the levee build-up, 
the flood gates at three highway 
crossings and the build-up of the 
roadway at two other locations to 
eliminate the need for flood gates. 
Corps officials also explained they 
would be closing the crossing at the 
crooked bridge at Buford/Smith 
Avenue Whitewater Bridge cross- 
ing. 

Engineer Mike McKown 
explained that when the levee was 
first built it was set to handle a 
flood water level at the 205-ft. 
stage (south side of town). The new 
work will take into consideration 
the rising levels and the levee on 
the north side of town will be con- 
structed to control water up to the 
211-ft level. 

Also taking part in the presenta- 
tion were Engineers Lloyd Oliver 
and Stewart Turner. 

The highways on Martin L. King 
Drive and Troy Highway will be 
built up to the level of the higher 
levee, thus eliminating the need for 
flood gates at these places. Gates at 
Caroline Street, Reese Avenue and

into the levee and have motorized 
closures. These three gates are 
expected to cost about $110,000 per 
gate and will be operable with 
something as small as a }2-volt bat- 
tery to assure power can always be 
supplied to the gates. 

The levee improvement project 
began with a goal of not degrading 
anything already in place, but to 
build on the existing levee.The pre- 
sent levee is built to handle some- 
thing less than a 100-year flood. 
The expanded levee will be built to 
handle something like a 250- to 
300-year event. 

Most levee expansion work will 
be done on the inside of the levee, 
keeping concrete facings intact and 
environmental problems to a mini- 
mum. The levee will be built on a 1 
io 3 slope, allowing easier mainic- 
nance of the inside and outside 
faces of the levee. The Corps 
expects to put rip rap along the 
Beaver Dam Creek side of the 
levee from Highway 84 northward. 

The widening of the base to 
accommodate the 1-3 slope will 
impact some homes near the levee. 
City officials will be working with 
this in early 2000 to determine 
ownership and values of these 
properties to be purchased. 

The engineers explained that 
both Elba and the Corps have a 
vested interest in the levee. They 
plan to construct the best levee pos- 
sible and furnish Elba with books 
on how to maintain the structure 
and to make regular inspections and 
recommendations to keep it in top 
shape. 

The expected cost of the levee 
improvement is in excess of 
$12,000,000. The U. S. Congress is 
moving forward with an appropria- 
tion for both the Elba and the Gene- 
va levees. Both have been signed 
into law in an authorization bill and 
are awaiting action in an appropria- 
tion bill before the actual work can 
begin. The Alabama legislative del- 
egation has assured Elba officials 
that the money will come no later 
than the next annual appropriation 
bill, scheduled for passage in late 
summer or.early fall.

Warning Signs Of Drug Abuse 


(NAPS)—How can you tell 
whether your child is using illegal 
drugs? One in four twelfth graders 
and one in eight eighth graders 
have reported using an illegal drug 
in the past month 

“As an emergency physician, one 
of the most painful experiences 
I’ve had is telling a parent that her 
‘child has just died from a drug 
overdose,” said Dr, Larry Alexan- 
der of the American College ot 
‘Emergency Physicians "This is 
happening all too often in America 
today, The use of illicit drugs 1s 
spreading from high schools, to 
jjunior high—even to grade 
schools—and drug users are com- 
ing from all walks of life. We must 
‘educate young people about the 
‘dangers of drug use and employ 
jes ery means possible to prevent its 
| use ' 
| Here are some symptoms to 
iwatch for to help you know 
'whether your child is using drugs: 
;eUne xplained deteriorauion in 
i school performance, «Sudden resis- 
tance to authority, defiance; *Atu- 
liude changes; *Behavior problems, 
i*High-risk behavior, such as steal- 
jing or sexual promiscuity; 
leExtreme mood swings (¢.g., 
|de pression, anger), Changes in 
lrelationships or eating habits, 
*Slurred speech; *Appearing spaced 
out: and «Presence of drug para 


phernalia (cigarette papers, pipes, 


spoons). 

Talking about drugs can be 
uncomfortable for parents, But if 
you don’t talk to them, someone 
else will 

“Parents are the first defense in 
preventing drug use,” said Dr, 
Alexander. “So educate yourself so 
you can give accurate information 
and explain the negative conse- 
quences of specific drugs, And 
remember to show by example that 
drugs are not a healthy choice.” 

In 1997, past month drug use 
increased to 26 percent among 12th 
graders, up from 14 percent in 
1992. According to ACEP, few 
young people have a clear under- 
standing of the risks associated 
with drug use, and even fewer view 
drug use as a negative behavior. In 
addition, drugs are readily available 
to anyone who wants to buy them, 
and the purity of drugs like cocaine 
and heroin is at it highest level his- 
torically, making their use more 
feasible and more affordable than 
ever before—as well as more dan- 
perous,

Cotton has been known to be one 
f the most important of the veg- 
table fibers. It has been spun, 
voven, and dyed since prehistoric 
imes. Cotton formed the staple for 
lothing of India, Egypt, and China. 
Years and years before the Christian 
cotton textiles were woven in 
india with matchless skill, and their 
se spread to the Mediterranean 
ountries. In the first century, Arab 
raders brought fine muslin and cal- 
ico to Italy and Spain. Moors 
ought the cultivation of cotton to 
Spain in the ninth century. In the 
fourteenth century the first linen 
rap was introduced in Venice and 
Milan. Very little cotton cloth was 
ported to England before the fif- 
enth century, although small 
mounts were obtained chiefly for 
indlewicks.
